the missing person report and the report of a white male claiming to be an 
undercover police officer to lure another female into his car, we went to 
the Champaign County Jail to interview! 


At 0059 hrs. Det. Stiverson and I interviewed and ultimately 

determined he was not involved in this case. The interview will be 
documented in incident report 117-780. 


On 06-12-17 at approx. 0400 hrs. D^t. Stiverson and I returned to UIPD.

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Telecommunicator Kenny Costa informed us he had found Milestone Security 
video of the victim, Yingying Zhang at the MTD bus stop on the Southeast 
corner of Clark St. and Goodwin Ave, Urbana, IL. The video showed 
Yingying getting into a black 4-door hatchback before leaving north bound 
across University Ave. on 06/09/2017 at 1404 hrs. TC Costa informed us 
that UIPD Officers had positively identified the vehicle as a black 2008 
or 2009 Saturn Astra. 

The video shows Yingying looking at her phone before the vehicle pulls up 
next to her and stops. She steps over to the vehicle and speaks to the 
driver through the front passenger window; they speak for approx. 1 min. 7 
sec. before she enters the vehicle. 

At 0440 hrs. I attempted to contact JP Morgan Chase Bank Legal Compliance 
to obtain transaction information for Yingying's Chase Debit card via 
exigent circumstances. I called the Emergency number given by Chase's 
automated after hours voice mail and received busy signals each time. I 
completed a subpoena for Yingying's Chase account and sent it to the 
Champaign County States Attorney for signature.

I sent a request to UBER Law Enforcement Response Team (LERT) 
to determine if anyone had requested an UBER in the area of Clark and 
University, Urbana, IL.

Myrick was going to obtain a letter, I did not have Det. Stiverson re¬ 
write his original letter. 

At 1555 hrs. I received an e-mail from John Ealy, Director of I-Card 
Services. He informed me that Yingying had never used her I-Card to swipe 
into a University of Illinois building.

On 06-26-17, around 10:44 hrs, I (Detective Stiverson) contacted Carle 
Foundation Hospital (Urbana) via telephone and spoke with the Charge 
Nurse, identified as "Erica", who verified Yingying Zhang had never 
checked in, nor had she been admitted to Carle Hospital between 06-09-17 
and 06-26-17. Erica further stated they had no "Jane Does" admitted over 
that time period either. 


Around 10:49 hrs, I contacted the Champaign County Sheriff's Office 
satellite jail and spoke with a booking officer who verified Yingying 
Zhang was not an inmate, nor has she ever been booked. No "Jane Does" 
were booked during the time period requested. 

Around 12:00 hrs, I arrived at Presence Covenant Medical Center 
(Champaign), completed the Law Enforcement Administrative Request for 
Protected Health Information, and verified Zhang had not checked, nor had 
she been admitted to Presence Hospital between 06-09-17 and 06-26-17. The 
Records Department verified they had no "Jane Does" for 2017.

On 06/12/17, I Officer Sandage #158, utilized a UIPD marked, all terrain 
vehicle (ATV) to search areas hard to reach by regular patrol vehicle. 

I checked the wooded area along the railroad tracks just north of 
University and Goodwin Avenue in Urbana. I then rode north on Goodwin to 
Bradley Avenue, looking for buildings that might have exterior cameras 
that may show vehicles traveling north on Goodwin Avenue. I was unable to 
find any cameras that would show traffic on Goodwin Avenue north of 
University. 

I checked the wooded area just west of One North apartment complex, and 
north of Mount Olive Baptist Church at 808 E. Bradley Avenue in Champaicfn. 
I rode along the tree lines and ditches along West Kenyon Road in Urbana 
to North Oak Street in Champaign. I rode north on Oak Street from Kenyon, 
checking dump and construction areas all the way to the Canadian National 
Railroad terminal on North Oak Street. 

After checking the Oak Street area north of the interstate, I rode south 
along the railroad tracks, checking ditches and wooded areas all the way 
\mtil I reached St. Mary's Road in Champaign. I was unable to locate any 
sign of evidence related to this investigation. 

I returned to UIPD and utilized a patrol vehicle to check apartment 
complexes in the area of One North apartment complex, looking for the dark 
colored Saturn Astra that was believed to be involved in this case. I was 

unsuccessful in locating any vehicl^ matching that description.

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I stopped in businesses on both sides of Lincoln Avenue, from Bradley to 
Kenyon, looking for any video cameras that may point towards Lincoln 
Avenue. I spoke with the manager of Sport land Honda Yamaha, at the comer 
of Lincoln and Bradley, and he showed me a surveillance camera inside the 
showroom that pointed outside towards the One North bus stop along Lincoln 
Avenue. It was determined that the camera did not record, there for I 
could not review video from that camera. No other camera angles would 
have been of use in this investigation. 

I spoke with the manager of the Circle K gas station at 2011 N. Lincoln 
Ave. She advised me they have two cameras that face the pumps and parking 
lot along Lincoln Avenue. I looked at the cameras and could tell that 
they caught a far view of Lincoln Avenue. I had the manager burn me a 
block of video from June 9th, between 2-3 pm, of the camera angels that 
face the pumps. I later reviewed the video at UIPD. I did not see a 
vehicle matching the description of the Saturn pull into the Circle K 
Parking lot. Due to the distance from the cameras to Lincoln Avenue, I 
was unable to positively identify a car matching the description of the 
Saturn Astra passing by on Lincoln Ave, although there were several that 
may have been similar. 

I placed the DVD from Circle K into evidence.
